T  have  3ust  arrived  in  Toronto  at  ter  a  good  deal  of  uncertain 
and  a  strong  cossitility  t.nat  we  trignt  not  have  been  able  to  get  passage  on 
the  steaner  on  which  we  eventually  cane.  On  iry  arrival  I  tina  that  there 

are  so  trany  new  probleirs  occasioned  by  the  war  that  it  will  be  inpossible 
for  tre  to  ao  to  Alberta  before  the  opening  of  the  session.  I  have  written 
to  President  N/urray  and  President  Vacken^ie  to  find  out  iron  then  what  tine 
would  be  nost  convenient  for  then.  Is  the  natter  as  urgent  now  as  it  was 
in  the  spring  ?  Or,  can  you  2ive  ne  any  idea  as  to  now  late  it  would  be 
possible  tor  you  to  receive  a  report  to  be  dealt  with  satisfactorily  by  our 
Governnert  ?  I  regret  exceedingly  to  have  been  forced  not  to  keep  ny 
engagenent:,  but  as  you  realise  the  war  has  upset  all  our  plans.

You  O’an  well  understand  tliat  the  omission  of  a  student’s 
name  from  the  list  after  four  3’' ears  hard  ?;ork  is  somethir^ 
that  causes  considerable  worr3^  not  onl3’-  to  the  student 
himself  but  to  others  as  well*  Ho  report  of  his  examination 
was  received  hero  imtil  HorvXeiy  last, .when  it  e,ppears  he 
passed  with  honors*  Upon  eniBxirs^  I  f  ini 'the  reason  his 
Bane  withheld  was  that  there  appeared  to  be  a  libran*^ 
fine  of  25  cents  standing  against  him.  He  assures  me  that 
he  had  no  such  notice  of  any  svwh  fine  ejid  it  does  appear 
to  me  that  to  withhold  the  b03’’’s  name  and  put  him  to  all
